They stated that upca 
inquiry they understood it is not 
customary to tax church property it 
the manse adjoins the church, and 
even when it does not adjoin tho 
church it is very oftey not taxed, A 
number of towns were mentioned 
where it was understood the manst 
properties were not assessed ang 
taxed, The council advised the deputa- 
tion that the matter would be looked 
into and they would be notified of tre 
findings in this conyection. The nec- 
retary was instructed to contact other 
towns and find out was being done 
with the assessment of church manse 
property. 

President T H. Beach on behalf of 
the Board of Trade waited ov the 
council in connection with the swim 
niing poo] which the Board proposed 
to construct in the north east corner 
of the east half ‘of Block L Mr, 
Beach informed the council that the 
swimming pool arrangements were 
pragressing and it appeared that it 
would be possible to complete these 
arrangements and asked the cour.ci 
to considey arrangements for co" 
necting the pool up with the irrtye 
tion water and also connecting tiie 
poo] to the sewerage system. It was 
the intention to connect up with the 
sewer line running along the land be- 
tween 6th and 7th avenues, and to 
conyect the irrigation system on 
Griesbach street if the present loca: 
tion was decided upon., The council 

‘granted permission for the Board to 
connect up with both systems. 

The matter of policing the town 
and town bylaws was discussed. A 
proposed by-law for the regulating o7 
traffic was before the counci] and 
discussed in detail. It was thought it -

There were only three 
houses that would be on this water 
line and it was not known whetaer 
the other two would be desiring a 
connection. The water would have 
to be brought in from the water main 
on 4th Avenue.

Word was received last week by 
Mr, and Mrs, G, E. Bell that their son 
Kenneth Beaumont Bell had been 
killed in action on May 26th in Italy

went to Mount Royal College, Cat 
gary. Hw loved sports and was an 
excellent soft ball pitcher, At Camp 
Shilo with the 2ng 22nd Battery, some 
time before he went on active service, 
he thd thy reputation of being tho 
star player among scveral thousand 
men at the camp, 

Joing the active service on Apri! 
ist, 1943 he went overseas in Septem-

went to Africa, In December was 
moved to Italy where he saw much

Apparently mos, 
of the men refuse to sell them to 
their friends, but they will loan some 
until the friend’s perce] arrivas, But 
that meant that the one chap mus{ 
take a portion of his newly, and 
precious stock and repay his debt and 
soon he is short agaiv. 

This seems to be particularly true 
among men who just go over. Some 
time elapses before the first parce) 
arrives and by that time they are 
opelessly in debt to their friends for 
cigarettes. The suggestion is thot 

@ soon as a man starts for ovarseas 
the cigaretts should start to flow 
after him immediately. 

Most of the men I talked to felt 
that they received almost all the ciga- 
rettes sent them. Some did not agree 
it is true, but the majority were quite 
content that the smokes come through 
with coysistent regularity. 

One public relations officer put it 
this way: “If you can only persuade 
the people of Canada to send more 
and more cigarettes over, that alone 
would make your trip worthwhiie. 
You would have done a real service to 
the men of the Canadian forces here, 
Urge them to send more and to send 
them regularly. Every man over here 
will thank you.” 

Well, that is the story, You have 
it and the rest is up to you. If you 
hava ayy relative or friend oversess 
in whom you are ever casually in- 
terested make arrangements now to 
do something about augmenting his 
smoke supply. Remember MORE cig. 
arettus and REGULARLY, 

One chap told me that his greatest 
thrill Jat Christmas was to receive 
two parcels of cigarettes from pco- 
ple whom he knew only casually, Ha 
said he had appreciated the parcels 
from his close friends, but when ho 
found that he had been remembered 
by only casual acquaintances, it was 
a reul thrill. He felt that thle people 
back home had not quite forgotten 
him after threa years’ absence. 

But why wait for Christmas You 
can give these chaps a boost in 
morale any day by just seeing that 
they receive their cigarettes ragular- 
ly. It will be appreciated and will 
bring you dividends through the sat- 
isfaction of giving pleasure to some- 
one else, 

In passing it should be stad that 
the British Columbia cigarette systcin 
is the envy of the mey from the other 
provinces. Apparently this is work- 
ing out extranely well and meets the 
approval of all B, C, men who par- 
ticipate in it, 

One final word—send more cigar- 
ettes \and send them regularly.

The voter will ba given a ballot 
When he has marked it in secret he 
places it in an inner plain envelope, 
This is then placed in an outer en- 
velope so that there can be no identi- 
fication, 

About ome week after voting day 
the chief electoral officer shall ncti- 
fy the returning officer of each dis- 
trict as to the number of votes cast 
for each candidate by the war elect- 
ors. ‘This number shall then be en- 
tered as if it were a return from a 
poll by a deputy returning officer,

Scientific Research 


SCIENTIFIC PROGRBESS IS PLAYING an important part in hasten- 
ing the Allied victory, yet it remains one of the least spectacular features 
of the war, because of the secrecy which must be attached to it. However, 
some of the developments which have been of great advantage to the 
Allied cause, are now well known, and give us reason to have every con- 
fidence that this work will be successfully carried on as long as there is 
need for it. In Britain, the great importance which is attached to scien- 
tific and industrial research was demonstrated when the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, Sir John Anderson, who recommended in his last budget that 
a central tax be voted for this purpose. In 1943, the Right Honorable Sir 
Oliver Lyttleton, British Minister of Production, stated that ‘thirty-five 
per cent. of British production is turning out weapons which did not exist 
except in the minds of their inventors when the war broke out. Others 
are being developed all the time.”

Are Perfected now shared with all the Allied nations. This 


form of radio detection is believed to have been the deciding factor against 
Germany in the Battle of Britain. There have been other inventions in the 
realm of detecting devices both for aircraft and for use in the navy. The 
famous ‘Z’’ rocket gun, which has proved so effective against night 
bombers was first made in Britain, and an Officer of the Royal Air Force, 
Group Captain Whittle, invented the jet-propelled ‘plane, which has opened 
up great possibilities in flying, both in war and in peace. While emphasis 
is now naturally placed on developments which are useful in wartime, much 
of the work done in Britain since the beginning of the war, will be of great 
value in later years.

In Canada, extensive scientific research is bein 
Expansion In carried on in connection with the war effort, aid 
Research Here much valuable work has been done. Hon. James 

A. MacKinnon, Minister of Trade and Commerce, 
recently outlined before the House of Commons, some of the projects which 
are being undertaken here, The National Research Council, he stated, now 
has a staff four times as large as that employed in peacetime, and it 
operates nine stations in addition to its large central laboratory in 
Ottawa. Much of the research which is done is for the armed services 
and cannot be revealed at this time, but some interesting facts were given 
out concerning projects which could be discussed. These included investi- 
gations in the realm of medical research, relating to such problems as 
night vision, fatigue, diet, and others. There has also been extensive work 
on secret instruments, photography and many other devices necessary in 
combat. It is apparent that the needs of war have given great. impetus to 
scientific research, and it is to be hoped that this Progress will continue 
when we are faced with the many problems which will arise in the Post- 
war years.

RECENT ALLIED AIR ATTACKS on Germany have reached un- 
precedented proportions, and there is no doubt but that the results are 
devastating. In all democratic countries the people have high regard for 
human life, and concern for human suffering, so it is not surprising that 
there has been, from time to time, some discussion as to whether this great 
air offensive against Germany is fully justified. Allied authorities have 
frequently stated that only objectives of military imporance are bombed, 
but it is inevitable that in raids of this extent, some damage must be done 
to the surrounding area. It must be remembered that attacks against 
military targets are in no way similar to the terror raids which have fre- 
quently been made on Britain, and which were a feature of Hitler's con- 
quest of Europe.

In spite of all this, the Germans 
protest when Allied ‘planes raid cities which harbor important war indus- 
tries, and are heavily defended against air attack. It has been observed 
that it is to our credit that there has been discussion here as to the justice

GARDEN NOTES 


Seed Supplies Sufficient 

While seed supplies will not be 
too plentiful, authorities are con- 
fident that there will be sufficient to 
go round. Before the war, seeds for 
Canadian gardens came from almost 
every part of the world. Most of the 
old regular supplies are now out. 
From Canadian and United States 
sources must come practically all of 
our garden seed supplies, 

Last year many Canadians tasted 
garden fresh vegetables for the first 
time in years. They came from the 
Victory Garden right at the door. 
They were amazed at how much bet- 
ter things tasted when grown in their 
own gardens. Grown quickly and 
picked just before cooking, vege- 
tables are full of natural sugars and 
the vitamin content is especially 
high. 


Spacing the Rows 

After the soil is worked up into 
fine tilth, the earliest of the vege- 
ables may be planted. These may go 
in in rows from 12 inches apart and 
wider, depending upon the size~-of 
the mature plants. Carrots, lettuce, 
beets, parsnips, etc., can be planted 
in 12 inch rows, but beans, peas, 
tomatoes, corn and potatoes will need 
18 to 24 inches. 

If we are lucky enough to have a 
tractor or horse for cultivating, then 
of course there will have to be more 
space, and two to three feet between 
all rows is not too mnuch. Not only 
because it will be very much neater, 
but will also make cultivation easier, 
the rows should’ be absolutely 
Straight and all plantings done along 
a string. Thus planted we know 
;where the seeds are and it will then 
{be safe and easy to cultivate even 
before plants have started to sprout, 

Peas, corn and such fairly large 
seeds are planted about one to two 
{inches deep—fine seed like lettuce} 
{and carrots merely pressed in, 

Custom Made Flowers 

Through plant breeding and natural | 
selection, flowers have been developed | 
to suit almost any location. There} 
are some which prefer darkish corn- 
jers. There are stocks, nicotine, etc., 
|specially designed to scent the eve- 
ning air, and, hard to believe per- 
haps, there are things like portulaca 
that actually seem to thrive on neg- 
lect. 

There are little, short chaps like 
alyssum and dwarf marigolds and 
lobelias specially bred to fit along 
the front edges of flower beds or to} 
trim walks. There are tall holly- 
hocks, castor beans, ornamental sun- | 
flowers, cosmos and other giants
